*'  It  was  alter  having  advanced,  in 
confequnce  ot  the  fuccefs  at  Kivoli, 
and  eltabUlhing  his  head  quarters 
near  Caftlenovo,  in  the  expectation  ot 
being  able  to  effect  vv'uhout  lofs  pS 
time  his  junction  with  general  Alviu- 
zy,  that  Lieutenant  r  ield  Martha!  Da- 
vidovich  was  informed  that  tbe  latter 
(Alvinzy)  after  having  had  the  worlt 
of  it  at  the  end  of  a  combat  of  three 
fucceffivc  days,  had  judged  it  necella- 
ry  to  fall  back  towards  Montebello. 
As  by  this  movement,  the  palies  which 
lead  fromtheVcronefcto  l  yiol,  were 
laid  open,  a  French  corp*  iliued  on  the 
2 ilk  of  1  bit  month  from  the  mountains 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Peri,  threat- 
ening to  ruin  the  flank  and  hold  in 
check  the  forces  of  general  Davido- 
vich,  which  were  then  beyond  Cam- 
pana.  In  confequenee  IBM  general 
thought  fit  to  makv  a  retrogade  move- 
ment, and  after  fencing  qfftbe  anille- 
ry  and  referve  of  military  Itores,  he 
caufed  hi-,  troops  immediately  to  re- 
treat. The  battalions  D'Lhrbach  and 
Larcerman  which  protected  the  re- 
treat, have  fuffered  a  good  deal  from 
tiie  hi  e  which  t lie  French  kept  up  from 
the  heights.  The  bridge  which  had 
been  eltablifhed  before  Dolce  was  a- 
bandoned,  and  yeiterday  morning  the 
French  fee  lire  to  jr  — but  they  h:wl  not 
remair  ed  in  the  pofuion  they  W:  e  ta- 
king.

&c.  The  troop*  which  had  occupied 
them  fell  bark  on  the  fide  towards  Ve- 
rona. This  fudden  retreat  is  attribut- 
ed to  a  new  movement  that  general 
Alwinzy  (informed  of  the  advantage 
obtained  by  the  forces  under  Davido- 
vich)  has  again  made  an  advance  with 
his  army  ;  a  movement  which  put  the 
eaemy's  corps  in  danger  of  being  cur 
ofF.  It  is  moreover  at  prefent  believ- 
ed to  be  afcertained  that  the  French 
troops  which  had  advanced  by  the 
mountains  on  the  fide  of  Peri,  to  take 
euir  force*  in  flank,  do  not  exceed  3000 
men.  Thus  the  1  crrcat  of  general  Da- 
vidovich, dictated  b<  prudence,  has  f>i- 
veniife  to  oth*r  dtfooGttuiM  which 
a  mounce  the  march  of  our  lorces  a- 
g.iin  towards  Peri.  The  commander, 
a/ter  having  re-united  his  forces  in 
the  environs  of  Ala.  has  puttied  for- 
ward  fevcraT battalions  and  fquadrons, 
which  have  driven  the  enemy's  detach- 
ments  v\  o  n  the  points  where  they  It  ill 
made  their  appearance.  He  detached 
at  the  fame  :ime  a  corps  of  one  thou- 
faud  men,  compofed  in  part  of  rifle- 
men, to  pot!  themfelves  ahove  Vallc- 
Freda,  in  order  to  cut  off  the  French, 
and  to  put  them,  if  pofljble  between 
two  flies.  Since  yelterday  general 
Davidovkh  was  to  begin  his  Jiarch 
with  the  remainder  of  his  force.  In- 
deed we  hear  tbis  inftant  that  he  has 
removed  his  head  quarters  from  Alato 
Peri,  and  that  our  troops  pufh  for- 
ward on  all  fides  againlt  the  French 
polled  behind  Rivoli.  It  is  believed 
rliar  to-morrow  they  will  be  attacked, 
an  undertaking  which  may  be  expect- 
ed to  fuc  ceed,  provided  general  Alvin- 
7.y  on  his  part  Ihould  advance  towards 
Verona. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Vicenza,  of 
November  24. 

*<  The  fucctlies  obtained  in  this 
dreadful  war  on  our  frontier,  have 
proved  bur  momentary.  General  Da- 
vidovich,  a  victor  in  the  affair  of  Ri- 
voli, the  17th  of  this  month,  is  oblig- 
ed quickly  to  retreat  with  the  lofs  of 
part  of  his  rear  guard.  The  news  is 
received  here  that  in  confequence  of 
this  difiulvantageoos  conflict,  which 
rook  place  on  the  21ft,  he  was  obliged 
jo  fall  back  on  the  lideof  Ala,  on  the 
frontiers  of  Tyrol. 

"  Neverthelefs,  general  Alvinzy, 
being  informed  ofihe  victory  of  Kivo- 
li, advanced  towards  Verona.  He 
proceeded  near  to  Caldiera,  when  he 
heard  of  the  rerreat  of  general  Davi- 
dotrikh.
